5. Be courteous in all your telephone contacts. 

6. Transfer calls only when necessary and then be sure it's the right person or 
department. 

7. Keep a pencil and pad convenient to the telephone. 

8. If you must leave the telephone during a conversation, suggest a call back 
if you can't return immediately. 

9. When away from your telephone leave word where you are going and 
approximate time of return. 

10. Say "Thank You" and "Good-Bye" pleasantly and replace the receiver 
gently.
